A Difficult Choice 

Ihe Jews of France are taced with a 
very difficult. choice. an (Eastern 
European refugee put it to me, * I stand 
once more before the choice, Auschwitz 
or Siberia 1 came back from Siberia, 
but my brother never returned from Aus- 
chwitz. 

It is useless to try to convince the 
refugees that they should go to any 
country other than Palestine. When they 
think about Britain they see Mosley and 
his supporters; when offered asylum tn 
the U.S.A. they remember the Ku-Klux- 
Klan; and in the case of France they see 
behind de Gaulle the people who be- 
trayed them to the Nazis. 

Jewish sympathy for France has in-

Our Festival has its teaching. too, for men 
and nations everywhere Ihe eifts of the 
( reator fave heen provided the needs ot 
all His children Yet only this month, the 
Food and Agricultural Qreanisation of the 
Linited Nations, “meeting im Geneva, has 
called attention to the necessity of ensuring 
the more just and equitable distribution of 
the world’s food supphes. [he Organisa- 
tion's Director-General, Sir John Boyd Orr, 
has again propounded the terrible paradox 
that “the world’s millions go in want of 
food, while the tarmers dread rum because 
they have produced too great an abund- 
ance.”

PI NDING ine consideration O} Unscop’s 
Report by the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, public opinion in_ this 
country has had an opportunity of becoming 
clearer On certain of the main issues Not 
until Mr. .Creech Jones, the Colonial 
Secretary, has addressed the Special ( om- 
mittee on Palestine into which the Assembly 
constituted itself at Flushing Meadows, will 
the British Government's official policy be 
publicly Known. (It was learned at the time 
ol going to press that there was a possibility, 
if only sheht, that: Mr. Creech Jones would 
speak yesterday, Thursday.) But the general 
trends of thought and discussion. mdicate 
lairly clearly the lines within which Britain's 
future action ts likely to be determined. The 
majority report in favour of partition has on 
the whole been warmiy welcomed. It is 
venerally recognised as providing the hope 
and possibility of an equitable settlement. 
While partition may not be an ideal solution, 
its practical. advantages as a workable 


proposition are seen to be paramount It 
appeals to the British instinct. for com- 
promise and prackic if common sense in 


pohtical 


lewry cannot, of course, be expected to 
view the question quite as dispasstonately. 
But there has been an overwhelming con- 
sensus Of Jewish opinion which regards the 
partition proposals as allording at least the 
basis ot .a satistactory solution From their 
difierent. Standpoints, spokesmen of all 
schools of Anglo-Jewish thought have 
endorsed this attitude. Ihe authoritative 
statements ot Zionist leaders, together with 
the considered resolutions of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews and of the Council 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, all agree 
that the principle of partition should be 
accepted lt is thus apparent that both 
Jewish and non-Jewish opinion in Britain is 
united in welcoming the general outline oft 
the majority report. All the more regret- 
table, therefore, 1s the campaign against it 
which 1s being conducted in certain quarters 
by an appeal to the horrific, the raising ot 
the bogey of Arab intransigence which, it ts 
darkly hinted, will lead to a world-wide war 
conducted by the Moslems in unity The 
“anger ot the whole Moslem world”. ts 
invoked in the attempt to ftrghten off. the 
Lnited Nations trom the task which they 
have undertaken Ihe threats used by 
drehards and irresponsibles have a suspicious 
quality of provocation; their motives seem 
to he quite as much in anti-Judaism.as in 
pro-Arabism. Recent history alone should 
show the fallacy of their thesis 


lf the principle of partition meets with 
wide acceptance, there 1s by no means the 
same agreement on the measures needed for 
its implementation Ihe majority report 
suggests that Britain, whether alone or in 
conjunction with one or more. Powers. 
should maintain the responsibilities of 
government during the transition pertod, But, 
as has already been pointed out, there is the 
strongest feeling in this country for the end- 
ing of the present British administration of 
Palestine at the earliest possible opportunity. 
The British Cabinet itself is evidently torn 
between two desires—-the one, to get rid 
of a responsibility which has, for a variety 
of reasons, become irksome, and the other, 
to continue im some way to safeguard 
Britain's and the Empire's strategic and 
economic interests in that region. What- 
ever detailed arrangement may later be 


agreed upon between Britain and her fellow-. 


members of the United Nations, there 
seems little doubt that the present special 
responsibilities of the Mandatory Power will 
before long be terminated. But any change 
of this kind would vitally affect not only the 
more immediate position of Palestine, but 
the whole situation in the Middle East. 
Indeed, the two aspects are really comple- 
mentary, since the domestic and = inter- 
national sides of Palestine’s future cannot be 
separated. With the prosperity of Palestine 
is bound up the peace and well-being both 
of Jewry and of the whole world. No 
Jewish State, anv more than any other State 


in the world to-day, would be able—even 
if it wished—to maintain a policy of splen- 


did isolation he assumption of political 
independence should mean the assertion not 
Ol sacro but of noblesse oblige it 


will involve all the duties and responsibill- 
tres which must accrue from admission to 
the family of nations. And there is one 
member of that family with. which the 
developing Yishuv has had a specially close 
and intimate relationship. Recent unhappy 
events have tended to concentrate attention 
on the less pleasing aspects of that relation- 
ship, and have made it difficult to appreciate 
the historic importance of the connection 
which was established thirty years ago. Mr. 
Leonard Stein, the President of the Anglo- 
lewish Association, has done well to point 
out that, while other nations have been 
lavish with laudable-—or, in some cases, less 
laudable—sentiments, it was Britain who 
made possible the birth and building up of 
the Jewish National Home. His hope that 
the British connection might still be 
preserved should be noted in conjunction 
with the statement of the President of the 
Board of Deputies Protessor Brodetsky 
remarked how much Jews all over the world 
would welcome the possrbility of re-estab- 
ishing complete partnership in regard to 
the tuture of Palestine from the point of 
view of policy with the British Government. 
His words indicate the depth of Jewish senti- 
ment on this matter. It should not be over- 
looked, either, that, contrary to uninformed 
and often malicious statements made in this 
country, the Jews in Palestine have always 
had a strong pro-British bias, and they would 
be the first to welcome a renewed friend- 
ship and understanding Even when. the 
present status of the Mandatory Power is 
ended, the nascent Jewish State cannot but 
feel drawn to maintain special tres and asso- 
ciations with Britain If the new connection 
were to be interpreted through some form 
Ot treaty relation, 1% would augur well for 
a future of peace and stability 


“FIGHTING ANTI-SEMITISM ” 


IHERE can be only one reai reply to the 
renewed piea Made, in a letter publisned in this 
iIssuc-unaer the heaaging ot Fignting 
semituusm, by Mr. L. J. Hydleman, che Chair- 
man ol the Jewish Detence Committee of the 
Boaru of Deputies. That reply is one of attirma- 
ion. Hisa regrettable necessily, of course, that 
Jews should, even in Britain, have to niraintain 
a constant guard, over and above the normal 
ion aflorded by the law to every cruzen:

of * anti-Semites lt is regrettable, too, that 
that minority should be so evilly vociferous 
alter the lesson given to mankind, through the 
Gserman eruphon, of the mischief it can wreak 
if uncontrolied. But, that being the situation, 
it might be thoucht that Jews would make every 
possible effort to remain united in the practice 
oi their opposition to anti-Semitism as well as 
m the theory of uw. Yet we have the far from 
pretty spectacle otf dissident bodies going the 
own way, imstead of. joming in with the 
Orgamisation set up sO many years ago* by that 
acknowledged representative body. of Anglo- 
Jewry, the Deputies. Much must be allowed for 
the undoubted and welcome enthusiasm of the 
young ed-Service men and women, who tought 
to make the world safe for democracy and yet 
hind that all their values are still threatened by 
the revival of Fascist anti-Semitic elements. 
Yet they must be told-without suggesting any 
patronising element of the teaching-your- 
grandmother-to-suck-eggs  type—that thei 
efforts will in the end only tend to dissipate the 
general plan of campaign. It would be far 
better if, for example, the 43 Group, who dis- 
play an admuirabie energy and thoroughness, 
were to put thetr qualities once more at the 
service of the community in general by rejoin- 
ing the forces of the Association of Jewish Ex- 
Servicemen. from whom they. broke away. and 
thus, through them, link themselves once again 
with the Defence Committee. No one can

Dot with the margarine and bake 
in moderate oven for half an hour.

POTATO AND CHEESE PIE 
(For 4) % oz. dripping or other fat} 
2 medium-size onions, chopped; 1, th. 
mashed ye ; 3 oz. grated cheese; 
1-2 level teaspoons salt; “4 level tea- 
spoon pepper; 1 Ib. tomatoes, skinned 


and sliced ; chopped parsley. 


Mix together dripping, onion, 
potatoes, 2/3rds of the cheese, and 


seasoning, very thoroughly. Place the 


potato mixture and tomatoes in layers 
in a greased ovenproof dish; sprinkle 
with the remaining cheese and cook in 
a hot oven for 20 minutes. Serve hot, 
sprinkled with chopped parsicy. 
If liked, the onion can 
be fried in dripping before 
adding to the poratoes.

After a week the authorities have 
allowed that: and the Jewish Relief Unit 
from England, with the units of | the 
American Joint Distribution Commiutice 
and Palestine, are now taking over the 
responsibility for medical care in the two 
camps 

At the same time, Dr. Clafl’s question 
whether shortage of personnel or shortage 
of money and material may be respons- 
ible for the absence of Jewish medical 
help is not, unfortunately, unwarranted. 

It is with the greatest difficulty that the 
Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, 
which depends on the Central British 
Fund for its resources, is able to keep in 
the ficld in Germany the personnel re- 
quired for the assistance of Jews in the 
camps and in the communities, and to 
provide some amenity for their lives. Un- 
less the community responds more 
generously to the appeal of the Central 
British Fund, the work is in grave danger 
of being curtailed just when the demand 
for its expansion is urgent. 

May I add‘a word about the provision 
at the camps which was made by the 
relief. orgamsations, with the consent of 
the authorities, for the New Year, because 
your. Special Correspondent’s account 
does not quite do it justice. Besides religi- 
ous articles and amenities, the supplies 
brought in included a tin of kasher meat. 
a tin of sardines, and a portion of cheese 
for each of the 4.500. and also 40 cirar- 
ettes for every person over the age of 16. 
The societies will be able now to send in 
clothing which is needed by many. The 
litle difficulty that arose about books and 
newspapers was not the fault of the 
authorities, because it had been expressly

comment on these cases as they were 
sub judice. 

The Home Secretary said the deputa- 
ion put up to him. certain proposals 
which were clearly not within the law 
at present. As regards the banning of 
anir-Semitism, he pomted out that the 
law applied not only to attacks on Jews. 
but to all incitements to the stirring-up 
of hatred or the use of violence againsi 
any race or religious community. 

One difficulty about banning Fascist 
organisations and meetings was to define 
the doctrines peculiar to Fascism with- 
out making other political associations un- 
lawful. The war-time powers of detain- 
ing persons suspected of activities 
prejudicial to the Defence of the Realm 
disappeared at the end of hostilities, and 
there was now no justification for such 
exceptional powers. 


Close Watch oa Fascists 


The organisations to which the dene: 
tation had alluded were being most 
closely and carefully watched. The noise 
they made was out of all proportion to 
the numbers of people actually enrolled 
Or mm association with them.
